The historic peak of 111 was

inducing them to yield their sec­ 
rets. 
But atoms have replied to this 
assault with a contusing array of 
partial confessions. 


Battering the nucleus has pro­ 
duced a roo of 30 known or pre­ 
dicted particles, “ all with an in­ 
sulting lack ot obvious meaning, ’ 
as Dr. Robert Oppcnheimer, fam ­ 
ed nuclear physicist, puts T. 


Physicists are desperately hurt­ 
ing tor a code 
a tneory or new 
principle, to make sense of them 
all. 
They don't 
yet 
know whether 
the 30 particles are all elemen­ 
tary bits of matter — most ex­ 
perts doubt they are — or differ­ 
ent 
combinations 
of 
a 
smaller 
number of them. 
But they have refined their con­ 
cept of what an atomic nuJeus 
is like. 
One great step came b e fo re the 
war, when 
Japan s 
Dr. 
rtideki 
Yukawa proposed a solution to a 
fundamental puzzle. 
This mystery was why an atom­ 
ic heart could stick together at 
all, since it was 
tighty 
packed 
with many protons, all positively 
charged. They should repel one 
another. All atoms logically should 
blow apart, and the universe, too. 
Obviously 
the 
nucleus is pow­ 
erfully glued together. 
Yukawa proposed — and later 
experiment 
confirmed 
— that 
a 
main part of the glue was Tie 
meson, a particle observed when 
atoms in the 
atmosphere 
were 
blown apart by cosmic rays speed 
mg in from outer space 
The astonishing — but accept 
ed idea is that protons and neu­ 
trons keep passing mesons back 
and forth like hot potatoes at al­ 
most the speed of light. These are 
known as pi mesons. 
The fast exchange introduces a 
new' force, one of attraction, into 
the nucleus to offset the repulsion 
force between protons. 
A proton, physicists now think, 
is also a kind of miniature solar 
system. 
That 
is, one 
or 
more 
mesons form a fast-moving cloud 
around it. much like an electron 
whirls around the whole atomic 
nucleus. 
Thi* is a wheel within a wheel. 
The same thing applies to neu 
Irons. And there are even some 
suspicions now that the pi meson 
itself may consist of smaller par­ 
ticles wheeling 
around 
one 
an­ 
other. 
The nucleus now is conceived 


as consisting of protons and neu­ 
trons —- 
exchanging mesons 
— 
plus the photon, the basic unit of 
light waves. 
The rest of the zoo of particles 
is 
produced 
when 
nuclei 
are 
smashed by firing high-speed bul­ 
lets of protons or electrons into 
them. 
Out come such strangely-named 
particles as 
the 
muon 
and 
K 
meson. 
A nn 
far 
more 
massive 
particles given Greek designatons 
such as XI. sigma, and lamnda 
p a r t i c l e s . 
Some are 
called 
“ strange'’ particles because they 
had unexpected properties. 
In 
nature 'n 
symmetry, 
every 
particle has an anti particle 
The 
anti is exactly the 
tame thing, 
except it has an opposite electric 
charge or reversal 
of 
magnetic 
behavior. 
Known now 
are 
14 
particles 
plus their 13 anti-particles. There 
also are the photon and the neu­ 
tral pi meson, each of which i* 
its own anti particle. 
All the 30 particles have actu­ 
ally been detected except for a 
few' of the anti particles.
